1. ALTHOUGH DOMESTIC DEVELOPMENTS AND POLITICAL ISSUES 
DOMINATED THE FRONT PAGES OF THE TURKISH PRESS TUESDAY 
(JULY 8), AS THEY HAVE FOR THE PAST WEEK, HURRIYET, 

TURKEY S LARGEST DAILY, GAVE MODERATE PLAY TO THREE 
STORIES RELATED TO THE U.S. ARMS EMBARGO AND CYPRUS 
DEVELOPMENTS. 

2. UNDER A THREE-COLUMN HEADLINE ON PAGE THREE, HURRIYET 
REPORTED THAT PRESIDENT FORD HAD TOLD CONGRESSMEN IN A 
PRIVATE MEETING THAT CONTINUATION OF THE U.S. ARMS EMBARGO 
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JEOPARDIZE THE COUNTRY'S DEMOCRATIC REGIME. THE PRESIDENT 
ALSO WAS REPORTED TO HAVE SAID THAT BY CONTINUING THE 
ARMS EMBARGO, "WE WILL HAVE DESTROYED WITH OUR OWN HANDS 
THE MOST IMPORTANT WING OF NATO AND LOST OUR MOST IMPORTANT 
SUPPORT IN THE EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN AND THE MIDDLE EAST." 

THE HURRIYET STORY. DATELINED NEW YORK, CARRIED NO 
ATTRIBUTION AS TO SOURCE. 

3. ON THE SAME PAGE, HURRIYET GAVE A DETAILED ACCOUNT 
CONCERNING THE REPORTED REFUSAL OF TURKISH AUTHORITIES TO 
PERMIT REPRESENTATIVE EDWARD BEARD TO VISIT THE TURKISH- 
CONTROLLED SECTOR OF THE ISLAND. THE HURRIYET STORY 
ALLEGED THAT MR. BEARD'S ATTEMPT TO CROSS INTO THE 

TURKISH ZONE WAS A CONTRIVED PROPAGANDA MANEUVER ARRANGED 
IN COLLABORATION WITH GREEK CYPRIOTS. THE PRO-REPUBLICAN PEOPLES'S 
PARTY ANKARA DAILY, BARIS, CARRIED A SIMILAR REPORT. 

4. A THIRD ITEM IN TUESDAY'S HURRIYET REPORTED THAT 
NEGOTIATIONS ON THE STATUS OF COMMON DEFENSE INSTALLATIONS 
WOULD BEGIN IN ANKARA JULY 17 AT THE AMBASSADORIAL LEVEL. 
ACCORDING TO THE UNATTRIBUTED REPORT, THE TURKISH SIDE 
WOULD BE REPRESENTED BY ERCUMENT YAVUZALP, GENERAL DIRECTOR 
OF THE MUTUAL SECURITY OFFICE OF THE FOREIGN MINISTRY. 

THE STORY ADDED THAT WHETHER OR NOT THE EMBARGO WAS 
LIFTED, NEGOTIATIONS ON THE STATUS WOULD GO FORWARD BUT 
THAT THERE WAS NO RPT NO CONSIDERATION BEING GIVEN TO LEAVING 
NATO BECAUSE OF THE EMBARGO. 

5. COMMENT: THOUGH EDITORIAL COMMENT ON THE EMBARGO AND 
TURKEY'S REACTION TO IT HAS DIMINISHED IN RECENT DAYS 
FROM THE VERY HIGH LEVEL WHICH FOLLOWED THE TURKISH 
GOVERNMENT ANNOUNCEMENT ON JUNE 17, WE ASSUME THAT IT WILL 
RETURN TO ITS FORMER INTENSITY AS CONGRESS TAKES UP THE 
ISSUE FOLLOWING THE 4TH OF JULY RECESS.
